Fourth Week Dies 
Without Action at 
Peace Conference 

By B. R. BDACKFOBD 

PARIS, Aug. 19 (U,R)— Six working commissions of the pence conference virtually com- 
pleted their organizational work today, but another week— the fourth— of the meeting waa 
all but killed by a new delay in actual consideration of treaties. The snail-like pace made It 
unlikely that any detailed discussion of treaty clauses would 
get under way until the beginning of the fifth week of the 
conference. 

Tho big Btumbling blocks in the way of taking up the draft 
treaties for the five axis satellites were long nrgumcntfl over 
how the commissions themselves should proceed, how they 
would hear the former enemy states, and the fact that tho 
deadline for amendments to the big four drafts is not until 
tomorrow midnight. 

Delegates contended it would be pointless for the commis- 
eiona to begin considering treaty clauses which after tomor- 
row night might have to be 



reconsidered in the light of 
any amendments submitted. 

Hanking delegates remained awi . 
from the Luxembourg palace oil 
day. Secretary ot State James P. 
Bymea was conterrlna with Cuban, 
Iranian and Orcek ottlclab In sep- 
arate talks. 

Three conference commlsilons 
met this momln; and three Ihli 
afternoon. All engaged In long, dull 
debate on procedure. 

The nearest thing lo a flurry ol 
excitement came In the afternoon 
meeting of the Bulgarian commis- 
sion. A Greek represenlalive, speak- 
inc out of order, read a statemeni 
crlliclilng tlio preamble to the Bul- 
garian draft while the commission 
still was trying to decide how 
proceed. 

Tho atatemenl referred lo a pni 
graph of Uie Bulnarian Ireaty mi 
Honing the "acUve part in the J 
agalrvtl Oermany" played by the 
Bulgars after October, 1914. 

Tho stulemenl was a revlvol 
previous ones by the Greeks 
nounclng Bulgaria for attacks 
Greece and continuation of tho 
Orcek-Bulgar feud. It said the 
Greeks wanted to get into the record 
the fact that the Bulgora had taken 
a major part on the side of the 
axis, particularly against Greece.

Mackenrie King ot Canada charged

That 
history la not unclouded, but at least there Is 
now no (ear that the United States wll! re- 
peat the unfortunate chain of events which 
followed the first world war. 

Credit must be plven to the men and women 
of both partle.-j who have refused to make 
poHtlca! capital of mistakes of JiidRment and 
potential divisions of public sentiment, Bvit 
a InrBe share of that credit Is due Mr. Tru- 
man, whose shrewd appointments have paid 
off handsomely. 

Perhap.i It should be said that a precedent 
was set for him by the late President Roose- 
velt, who appointed the prominent younR 
Republican liberal Harold Stassen as a dele- 
gate to the U.N. meeting In San FrancLico. It 
should be added, however, that Mr, Sta.wen 
achieved his place of prominence at that 
meeting rather through his own talents than 
through special consideration, 

Mr. Truman's political wisdom led him lo 
name Republican Sen. Arthur Vandenbiirg 
as Secretary Byrnes' associate and adviser, 
along with Democratic Sen. Tom Connally. 
fn the big four foreign minUter.'i' negotia- 
tions. This has resulted In undcvlatlng sup- 
port of Mr. Byrnes by one of the most re- 
spected, able, and persuasive members of the 
Republican senate delegation. 

Then, In appointing the equally able and 
respected Senator Austin to his Important 
seat nt the United Nations conference table, 
Mr, Truman assigned to the Republican party 
a rurther active responsibility In the nntlon's 
external affairs. 

In this connection It is hard to avoid a 
ruelul speculation on what might have hap- 
pened If Woodrow Wilson had .shown the 
-same political wisdom. But Instead of listen- 
ing to the sensible advice that he choose 
Buch outstanding Republicans as Lodge, Taft, 
Hughes or Bornh. he picked an aging and ob- 
scure diplomat named Henry White a.i the 
chief Republican representative In the Ameri- 
can delegation to the Paris peace conference 
of 1910. 

This snub, which Lodge and Borah felt 
keenly, probably accounted tor much of the 
bitterness with which they attacked and de- 
feated the League of Nations In congress. 

A similar mistake today might have had 
even more dire consequences. Instead, we 
have the spectacle of almost unanimous pub- 
lic support of the American government's 
program tor world Justice and world peace. 
And for this both the nation and the world 
have cause to be thankful.

A DANGEROUS RITUATION 

Red Cross appeals for nurses from Twin 
Falls and Magic Valley to help cope with the 
Infantile paralysis epidemic In Los Angeles 
should eerve aa another warning ot the pre- 
dicament we would be in should a aerlous epi- 
demic break out In our own vicinity. 

No doubt Los Angeles has excellent hos- 
pital tacllltles and Its full share of reRlstered 
nurses. But nevertheless, that great Califor- 
nia city Is next to panicky because ot the out- 
break of poliomyelitis. 

So urgent la the need for nurses that all 
volunteers will be flown to Los Angeles Im- 
mediately, On duty they wlli be paid 5H dally 
for an 8-hour shift. 

Considering our Inadequate hospital fa- 
cilities, even under normal conditions, It'i 
alarming to think of what might happen 
should some serious epidemic break out In 
the Twin Falls vicinity. Should such an out- 
break occur right now when the ho,^pltal sit- 
uation Is perhaps the worst it has ever been, 
it could really be a tragedy. 

That should be sufficient warning to the 
county commissioners and all concerned that, 
a new hospital board should be appointed at 
the earliest opportunity, so the board In turn 
could select a capable superint«ndent. Thafa 
the only way we can hope to bring order out 
of the upset conditions now surrounding op- 
eration of the county hoapltal,
